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Avalon Farms Sells Holstein Milk 


A Successful Effort to Build a Market for Holstein Milk is Recorded By This Holstein Breeder 


siderable attention on the part of the owners of Hol- 

stein cattle at present and the efforts of the National 
Association to assist in this work bring out a number of 
experiences on the part of Holstein breeders who meet 
present day competition in market milk circles. A suc- 
cessful example of marketing of Holstein milk is furnished 
by Avalon Farms of Bantam, Conn., owned by Ellicott 
D. Curtis. 

In the spring of 1920, faced with a drop in the price 
of wholesale milk, Mr. Curtis decided that it was neces- 
sary to retail his product or go out of business. He was 
located upon a farm reasonably close to the city of Water- 
bury, Conn., and on January ist, 1921, began the distri- 
bution of Holstein milk from tu- 
berculin tested cows. At that time 


S UCCESSFUL marketing of Holstein milk occupies con- 


Farms and nearly 700 quarts daily are being sold by this 
concern. 

The difficulty that Mr. Curtis finds with the certified 
milk production is the limited amount that can be sold. 
He believes, however, that sales might be increased by 
a sufficiently aggressive campaign, but whether results 
would justify the expense of such a campaign has not yet 
been determined satisfactorily from his point of view. 

The experience upon this point has been that the de- 
mand for premium milk comes very largely from the fam- 
ilies with babies and children and there is not a very 
large class of people who are willing to pay a very great 
premium for high grade milk to be used in their own fam- 
ilies. Mr. Curtis finds that the demand for milk today is

Avalon Farms finds that the 
problems of the producer of milk

beverage for infants, invalids and 
children. 

In the very first, Mr. Curtis found that the business 
consisted not only in educating the people but the physi- 
cians and public health officials as well. At that time 
education on the tuberculin test was necessary and the 
hewsparer advertising started by Avalon Farms induced 
other breeders to adopt a tuberculin test, resulting in a 
very much improved milk supply. In fact, the Board of 
Health has established a rule that no milk can come into 
the city unless pasteurized or from tuberculin tested herds. 

Not content with this advance in producing quality 
milk, Avalon Farms took a further step forward and for 
the past year has been producing certified milk and is 
at present the only producer of certified milk in the city 
of Waterbury. One of the Guernsey herds and milk routes 
has been purchased and added to the supply from Avalon 


business by themselves.” He 

would emphasize the superior di- 
gestibility of Holstein milk in all advertising material of 
the Association and urges the Association through the 
Extension Department to resume publication of circulars 
made up from opinions of well known physicians on the 
greater digestibility of Holstein milk. He believes that 
once this idea is sold to the market that the high fat 
and color argument will have little chance over the health 
argument of the Holstein product. 

As in some other localities, Mr. Curtis finds consid- 
erable demand for yellow milk and to offset this cites 
some experiments in Iowa relative to lack of correlation 
between color of milk and the fat content. It is interest- 
ing to know that although Mr. Curtis purchased a Guern-

Financing Farmers in Dairying 
A Plan in Which Breeder, Banker and Farmer Join Hands to Improve the Livestock 





UR HOLSTEIN friend, J. C. 

Marlow, of Mankato, is author 

of a successful plan for financ- 
ing farmers in the dairy business, 
according to an article appearing in 
the January issue of The Ninth 
District Banker, a banking magazine 
published in Minnesota. 

The article, written by Emil A. 
Boie, Chairman of the Agricultural 
Committee of the Minnesota Bank- 
ers Association, explains in brief the 
plan under which the Mankato Hol- 
stein Farms owned by Mr. Marlow 
and W. W. Randall is operating in 
Blue Earth County. More than 200 
registered Holstein cows have been 
placed on Blue Earth County Farms 
since the inception of this move- 
ment. The movement, by the way, 
is now rapidly spreading to all sec- 
tions of Minnesota and bankers gen- 
erally are getting behind it to assist 
in financing the purchase of regis- 
tered dairy cattle and purebred sires 
by farmers. 

Under this plan arrangements are 
made to advance funds necessary 
for the purchase of all high grade 
and purebred stock that the county 
requires. The plan is a cooperative 
one in which breeder, banker and 
farmer join hands. It has the ad- 
vantage of simplicity and in addi- 
tion has proven highly successful. 





Mr. Boie writes: 
“The bankers of Blue Earth county are co-operating 
with the Mankato Holstein Farms, 


of the Community 


ers of Blue Earth county in the 
purchase of high bred registered 
Holstein dairy cattle. 

In February, 1923, the Mankato 
Holstein Farms Company, of which 
J. C. Marlow is president and gen- 
eral manager, and W. W. Randall 
farm manager, started a cooper- 
ative breeding plan in connection 
with their breeding establishment, 
which is located two and one-half 
miles from Mankato. There some 
of the best cattle in the United 
States have been developed. Many 
of these have broken state and 
world’s records, or stand very close 
to the top in butter and milk pro- 
duction. In connection with this, 
many of these high producing ani- 
mals have been first prize and grand 

) champion winners at the leading 
state fairs and dairy shows through- 
out the country, including the great 
dairy cattle Congress and the Na- 
tional Dairy Show. Each fall a large 
number of cattle from this herd are 
shown at many state fairs and dairy 
shows. 

Through the advertising campaign 
which has been carried out over a 
period of years, with the showing 
and official testing of the females in 
the herd this herd is well known, not 
only throughout the United States but 
in foreign countries as well. Cattle have been _ ship- 
ped from this farm as far away as the Hawaiian Islands, 
and the demand has far exceeded the supply.

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It was then decided to branch out by offering an op- 
portunity to some of the farmers of Blue Earth county 
and adjacent territory who are good feeders and good 
care-takers to enter a co-operative proposition whereby 
they could purchase from five to ten head of good reg- 
istered Holstein cows for foundation animals. 

The service of high bred and high quality registered 
Holstein sires is being furnished free of charge by the 
Mankato Holstein Farms to breed these cows. These 
sires are placed out in certain sections of the county with 
one of these new breeders where he and several of his 
neighbors may bring their cows to be bred. 

The breeding of the cows and the development of the 
herd is being looked after by Mr. Marlow personally. 
Mr. Marlow plans on visiting each of the new breeders 
on an average of at least once a month throughout the 
year if possible, giving his experience to the new breeder 
in the raising and developing of cattle, feeding, caring for 
the young stock, and the general knowledge he has gained 
over a period of years since he has been in the breed- 
ing business. 

The new breeder is to receive the first money from the 
sale of the offspring in a stated amount. The contract 
states that the Mankato Holstein Farms are to do the 
advertising, pay all the expense in connection with the 
sale of the offspring. The breeder is to receive up to the 
amount as so guaranteed for the sale of the offspring, 
and after this amount, if the animals are sold at a higher 
price, the money received for the sale will be divided 
equally between the farmer breeder and the Mankato 
Holstein Farms Company. The farmer breeder acts as 
the producer and the Mankato Holstein Farms Co. as 
his sales agency. The personal service which it renders 
to the new breeder makes the plan co-operative thoughout. 


Two hundred cows have been placed by the Mankato 
Holstein Farms under this plan, and it is expected that 
300 head more will be placed. Eventually this will bring 
from 200 to 300 bulls for sale each year under this co- 
operative plan. Those wishing to improve their dairy 
herd with the use of a purebred sire may come to Blue 
Earth county and select one, or a carload, as they wish. 


In a few years’ time there will also be a surplus of 
females for sale, and by getting in touch with the Mankato 
Holstein Farms it will be an easy matter to locate just 
what a breeder wants. This firm will handle the selling 
of the offspring from about 500 head of cows under the 
co-operative plan. 


“The bankers of Blue Earth county are unanimous in 
the opinion that through the dairy cow Blue Earth county 
will become one of the most prosperous counties in the 
state. Many bankers’ meetings have been held in con- 
junction with the dairymen of the county on other dairy 
projects such as the Better Sire Campaign, which was 
put on in Blue Earth county last February, at which time 
109 purebed sires were sold. All of the banks co-operated 
in this movement by furnishing the finances. 


The Better Sire Campaign which is being put on in 
the state of Minnesota is under the management of the 
Minnesota Holstein Breeders’ Association, Robert Geiger, 
secretary and manager. This campaign includes all breeds 
of livestock.

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A Ridiculous Spectacle 


EVELOPMENTS in the so-called Stevenson case at 
D Buffalo last week serve to show up the moving 

spirits in that fiasco in a very unsavory light. This 
was an action attacking the delegate system in our Na- 
tional Association and challenging all acts and elections 
held under it. It carried a temporary injunction, restrain- 
ing the officers and directors from acting as such, halted 
the Extension program at a critical point in its develop- 
ment, and otherwise damaged and outraged the interests 
of members. It purported to be brought upon petition of 
twenty members of the Association, of which ‘Hornless” 
George Stevenson, of Pennsylvania, appeared to be 
the ringleader. The petition, however, was actually 
signed by only five men, all located in the vicinity of 
Buffalo. The others were located in Ohio and Pennsyl- 
vania and elsewhere in Western New York. It was 
assumed that this action was merely another “cats-paw” 
proceeding in the Cabana interest, like the Brady and 
George cases which preceded it. 


The bungling manner in which it was handled through- 
out and the lack of finesse in pulling the “raw” stuff is not 
quite up to the Cabana standard, so we may have mis- 
judged Oliver by laying this thing also on his door step. 
Perhaps, it should be charged entirely to the venom of 
George Stevenson of Pennsylvania, F. G. Johnston of Ohio, 
and G. S. Van Gorder of New York, all three of whom, 
however, were prominently mixed up in the ugly mess of 
the 1921 proxy campaign, now proven to have been largely 
financed with Cabana money. Van Gorder, of course, is 
getting paid for his activity, and presumably the same 
with Johnston, although he was cagy enough not to have 
his own name on the petition. As for George Stevenson, 
well, you all know “Hornless George”’—“against” a great 
matiy more things than he’s “for.” These individuals, it 
appears, lined up the twenty names appearing in the 
petition. The method by which this was accomplished is 
evident not only from the letter of Dr. A. A. Peasley, 
which we published on page 14 of our January 26 issue, 
but also from the following sworn statement made by one 
of the New York signers of the petition:

I desire to state that when I signed the paper I was not 
informed that it was to be a suit brought against the Asso- 
ciation but supposed it was a petition to reduce the trans- 
fer fee from one dollar and fifty cents to fifty cents and 
when I found the use to which the paper was to be put I 
tried through my attorney to have my name stricken off 
from the list. The other articles in the complaint were en- 
tirely without my knowledge. 
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Had I known of those, I would not have signed the paper 
in the first place.

Similar affidavits were made by Messrs. W. K. Taber, 
Alden, New York; William H. Higgins and Arthur J, 
Higgins, Akron, New York. These names comprise four 
of the five members who actually signed the petition. The 
fifth admitted to a director of the Association that he 
realized he was “in wrong” in the matter, but he wanted 
to be sure he was not getting “in worse” by withdrawing 
from the action at the eleventh» hour. It may or may not 
be significant that this party at one time purchased a bull 
from Oliver Cabana, Jr., at a long price. 

All but one of the Ohio members whose names were 
used made sworn statements repudiating and protesting 
against the use of their names in such litigation against 
the Association. We have no information as yet regard- 
ing the Pennsylvania petitioners’ present attitute. 

In view of these developments it was certainly not sur- 
prising that Judge Pooley should promptly dismiss the 
case with costs to the Association. At the same time he 
gave Van Gorder some good advice on the subject of start- 
ing such ill advised actions. 

The whole thing would be funny if it were not so 
serious. Aside from the expense to the Association, not 
all of which can be assessed against the petitioners in 
such a case, there is the disorganization of important Ex- 
tension activities and, entirely apart from the merits of 
the case, unfavorable public reaction against a breed asso- 
ciation so constantly involved in litigation brought by 
members. Such action costs every member real money, 
not alone in counsel fees paid by the Association in de- 
fending itself against these attacks, but also in delaying 
the return of full prosperity to the industry as a whole. 

Is there to be no end to it? These perpetual trouble 
makers have through their methods certainly laid them- 
selves open to the charge of being undesirable members, 
and the great mass of the membership would welcome the 
institution of proceedings to expel them from the Associa- 
tion. Members should be brought to realize that it is a 
serious matter to drag the Holstein-Friesian Association 
into the courts—and that such a course is not to be under- 
taken lightly and merely on the say-so of some disgruntled 
individual with a personal grudge or interest to satisfy. 
The habit of rushing into court on the slightest pretext is 
not a good one for the individual to contract in his own 
business—and it is far worse in the case of a member- 
ship association like ours in which the good will and 
confidence not only of the members but of the general 
public is so essential. 


White Nectar Holstein Milk 


NOUGH breeders are now successfully selling Hol- 
E; stein Milk as such in special markets at special 

prices to demonstrate the great possibilities in an 
intelligent and vigorous campaign to capture the chil- 
dren’s market for the Holstein cow. Details of the plan 
worked out by the Extension Service of the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association of America were given in a statement 
by Director Koenig published in the World last week. 
The plan has been carefully worked out and provides for 
the most careful inspection to secure uniform high 
quality in the product and aggressive advertising both 
national and local. A fund to pay for this advertising and 
promotional work will be accummulated through the pay- 
ment by producers of one cent a quart from all milk 
marketed under the White Nectar brand, and it is ex- 
pected that eventually this milk proposition will be self 
supporting. It seems like a sound program and a logical 
one to finance the milk promotion work from direct sales 
of milk as we now finance our general Extension program 
of cattle promotion effort through the direct collection of 
transfer fees. 

While it is true that only a comparatively small num- 
ber of Holstein breeders will be able to avail themselves 
of the opportunity of marketing their milk under the 
White Nectar brand, the benefits to the industry will by 
no means be confined to the breeders thus directly par- 
ticipating. The whole campaign should benefit and help 
all Holstein milk producers; it should give consumers 2 
more favorable attitude toward Holstein milk in general; 
it will place the distributor in a stronger position in de- 
fending his moderate fat milk, and should react most 
favorably upon the entire fluid milk market in the interest 
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of the Holstein cow which produces from 60 to 70% of the 
supply in thjs market. 

The first general advertisement of White Nectar Hol- 
stein Milk appears in the March number of Pictorial Re- 
view. It is a full page advertisement in colors and is a 
wonderfully attractive and convincing piece of work. 
This number is now on the news stands and breeders are 
urged to secure a copy of this number and see for them- 
selves the story thus presented to two and a half million 
American homes. The advertisement is directed to the 
mothers of America and makes its appeal on the special 
merits of Holstein Milk for infants. 

Breeders who are in a position to meet the require- 
ments for milk to be sold under the White Nectar brand 
will do well to investigate the proposition at once. Full 
information can be obtained from the Extension Service 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America at 230 
East Ohio Street, Chicago, Illinois. A successful working 
out of the plan will not only be advantageous to every 
producer directly concerned but the larger the number of 
producers working along this line, and the sooner we can 
get it started in a large way in many sections of the 
country, the better it will be for the whole proposition. 
Every breeder will be watching the development of the 
program with interest, but we want to urge our readers 
not to take it all out in watching. If everybody waits for 
the other fellow to make a demonstration, the plan will 
not be a success. It is sound in principle and with a 
proper degree of interest and cooperation from individual 
producers, this will mark a great forward step in behalf 
of the industry. 


Bull Associations 


ONSISTENT growth in the number of bull associa- 
C tions in the United States is reported in a directory 

of such associations recently issued by the U. S. 
Dairy Division. This directory shows that there is now a 
total of 218 cooperative dairy bull associations, an increase 
of twenty-eight over the preceding year. These associa- 
tions have 6,881 members and own a total of 956 bulls, 
with 45,445 cows of which 8,551 are purebreds. All of the 
pulls, of course, are purebreds. The Jersey breed has the 
largest number of these associations with 92, Holsteins 
coming next with 82, followed by the Guernsey with 40. 
That all three of these breeds are working to develop this 
line of activity is shown by the fact that during 1923, 
thirteen new associations were formed with Holstein bulls, 
the same number of Jerseys and twelve Guernseys. 

Of the active associations, Idaho now has the largest 
number with twenty-nine, a net gain of twenty during the 
past year. Pennsylvania comes second with twenty-four, 
which is a net loss of three during the past year. 

While the cooperative bull association was perhaps in- 
tended primarily for the use of small dairymen suitably 
located, there is an increasing trend toward this form of 
organization among owners of purebred females. The per- 
centage of increase of purebred cows was slightly over 
twenty per cent during the past year, as compared with 
an increase of less than ten per cent for the total number 
of grade cows. The following general information on the 
subject contained in the introduction of the directory re- 
ferred to may be of interest: 

The average dairy herd in the United States, according 
to the 1920 census, contains only 4.3 cows, and the aver- 
age yearly milk production of these cows is less than 3500 
pounds. Such low production indicates a need of better 
breeding. How to provide high-class purebred bulls for 
the great number of small herds in this country is one of 
our most important dairy problems. 

This problem is solved best through the work of the 
cooperative bull association. The owner of a small dairy 
herd may not be able to own a high-class purebred bull, 
but he can afford to own a share in one. In fact, the bull 
association offers him an opportunity to own a share in all 
the bulls of the association, and this provides for his herd 
the services of good purebred bulls for from 6 to 10 years, 
often at an initial cost of less than the cost of owning an 
ordinary scrub. 

The figures show that there are about seven farmers 
in the average bull-association block. These men com- 
bined have a purchasing power seven times as great as 
each would have working alone. When one well-bred bull 
displaces several mongrels, the saving in cost of feed 
makes the bull-association bull much cheaper than the 
scrub. 

That bull associations are getting results is shown by 
the records now available. On an average 70 daughters of 
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association bulls produce 22 per cent more milk and 25 per 
cent more butterfat than the average of the dams of those 
daughters. 

A properly organized cooperative bull association has 
a membership divided into three or more blocks, each 
block supplied with one bull which is kept two years and 
then shifted to another block. The bulls are owned as a 
whole, and NOT by an individual or any separate block. 

The members are associated under rules and regula- 
tions which have been carefully worked out under actual 
conditions and found best suited to the needs of this par- 
ticular type of organization, and which have been 
approved by either the State extension division or the 
United States Department of Agriculture. To suit varying 
local conditions these rules are modified by the members 
themselves. 

Information concerning this type of association and 
assistance in organizing may be obtained by writing to the 
Dairy Division, Bureau of Animal Industry, U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Washington, D. C., or the State Ex- 
tension division of your state.

We do want to call attention, however, 
to the fact that this great record, which barely missed 
the 1500-lb. mark for butter, comes as the climax of a life- 
time of production that has been crowded full of dis- 
tinguished achievements in both short-time and long-time 
test. Her ten months’ record as a four-year-old still 
stands unequalled and while she has made three records 
above 1000 lbs. butter in ten months’, no other cow has 
succeeded in turning the trick more than once. She is 
also the only cow having four records that average over 
40 lbs., the four ranging from 37 to 44 lbs. She is a 
striking example of the value of inheritance, her dam, 
Spring Brook Bess Burke 2d, being now the only 1000-lb. 
fat cow having a 1000-lb. fat daughter. She, also, has four 
records above 1000 lbs. butter each in connection with a 
7-day record of better than 30 Ibs. and this mother and 
daughter comprise two of the four cows of the Holstein- 
Friesian breed that have four times crossed the 1000-lb. 
mark. Bess Johanna Ormsby is a full sister to the sensa- 
tional sires, Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th, Creator, 
and King of the Ormsbys, and the Ormsby and Bess Burke 
quality here united seem to have reached new heights. 
Congratulations are due Mr. Schroeder for having bred 
such a cow as Bess Johanna Ormsby and to the Winter- 
thur Farms organization for having given her an oppor- 
tunity to demonstrate her greatness.

Dear Calf Club Members: 

I am going to write my first letter 
to you, and tell you about my great 
purebred Holstein calf. 


One day when we were threshing, 
about a month before I joined the 
calf club, my cousin and his father 
came over to help us thresh. After 
we had finished the threshing my 
uncle began to talk about calf clubs. 
He said that his boy was going to 
join the calf club, and then he told 
my father all about it. He said that 
they were going to sell some calves 
in Appleton and they were going to 
draw numbers. My fatner said that 
he would have to think it over, so we 
left it go for a while. 

About a month or more later I re- 
ceived a letter from Paul Nyhus stat- 
ing that Otto Dochner had a calf to 
sell, a purebred calf. He told me that 
if I wanted to join the calf club I 
should go over and look at this calf. 
He also said that I should bring 2 
blanket along in case I bought it, so 
that I could cover it and not let it get 
cold. The Tuesday after I received 
the letter my father and I took the 
milk wagon and went over to look at 
the calf. We got there about ten 
o'clock in the morning and we 
were shown the calf. We _ looked 
at it for quite a while and 
were undecided what we should do. 
I finally decided that I would take it. 
He then showed us the cow, and it 
was a good one. We got the calf 
from the box stall and put him in the 
milk wagon. The calf cost me $80.00. 

When we got the calf home I got 
right down to business. I made an 
extra box stall for it and brushed it 
twice a day. I like to work around 
cattle. 

My calf is giving 40 lbs. of milk a 
day. On the sixth of February she 
tested 4 per cent. The highest she 
ever gave is 45 lbs. a day in two 
milkings. 

That will be all for this time.

FEEDING THE DAIRY CALF 


Leave the calf with the cow for one 
or two days and then take it away 
and feed from eight to ten pounds of 
warm milk per day for about two 
weeks. Then start substituting 4 
little skim milk. Increasing gradually 
until at six weeks of age, the calf 
will be on skim milk entirely. From 
12 to 16 pounds make a good daily 
feed. Be sure to keep the pails clean

AGAIN 

Marion Clover Blossom 3d, 265201, 
one of the most famous cows in the 
State of Maine has just given birth 
to a beautiful heifer calf, weighing 95 
lbs., according to a recent letter from 
C. L. Blackman, manager of Summit 
Farms, Davidson, Me., where this 
wonderful cow is owned. The calf is 
sired by the Summit Farms herd sire, 
lowana Aaggie Sir Fayne. 

At her first four  freshenings, 
Marion Clover Blossom 3d made a 
record that has been equalled by very 
few cows of the breed. Freshening 
first as a junior two-year-old she 
made over 22 lbs. butter with over 93 
lbs. in 30 days. The following year as 
a junior three-year-old, she passed the 
33-lb. mark with 620 Ibs. milk, aver- 
aging over 83 lbs. milk a day for 30 
days. As a junior four-year-old, she 
raised her record to 37.32 lbs. butter 
from 641.2 Ibs. milk in 7 days and 
made a 30-day record of 151.96 Ibs. 
butter ,from 2623.1 Ibs. ‘milk. All 
three of these records are Maine 
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State records—past or present. At 
her fourth freshening as a five-year- 
old, she made a record of 31.62 lbs. 
butter which was her third record 
above 31 Ibs. and her fourth averag- 
ing over 31 lbs. She was run for 305 
days, milking 21,750.2 Ibs. with 
1035.76 Ibs. butter. She failed to 
qualify, however, for a 305-day record, 
by a margin of only three days. 





Burr J. Hoover, of Howell, Michi- 
gan, secretary of the Livingston Coun- 
ty Holstein Association, reports that 
while he has done litile testing thus 
far this year, he has succeeded in 
making 30.14 lbs. on the five-year-old 
cow, Kumboss Xmas Day. He has 
some excellent prospects coming 
along in February and these will be 
given an opportunity in official test.

for the bringing in of high grade 
dairy cattle, not purebreds, which was 
fostered by the banks and’ in which 
they all co-operated by financing the 
project. This dairy campaign was 
very successful; many high grade 
dairy cows were placed and much im- 
provement has been shown. 

The bankers of Blue Earth county 
and adjacent territory are to be com- 
plimented on their farsightedness in 


getting back of the Dairy Cow and 
Better Livestock. 

Blue Earth county is bringing in to- 
day about $1,500,000 annually in dairy 
products, and it is reasonable to ex- 
pect that this county will bring in at 
least four or five million dollars in 
cash each year within the next five 
years, from the sale of dairy products. 

The sale of surplus stock is be- 
tween $50,000 and $100,000 a year, and 
with the great increase from produc- 
tion and surplus cattle as the herds 
are increased, Blue Earth county will 
become not only one of the greatest 
dairy centers in the state of Minne- 
sota, but in the United States as well. 


The business men should not be 
overlooked as they, too, are giving the 
very best co-operation in this move- 
ment, as they realize that as the cash 
income is increased in the community 
that their business will increase in 
like proportion, and every man, wo- 
man, and child will get his or her 
share of the benefit which will be de- 
rived from this large increase in 
wealth from the dairy cow.

market he does not mix Holstein and 
Guernsey milk. The milk from each 
herd is produced under the certified 
plan and is bottled separately and 
marketed on its own merits. The 
Holstein herd consists of thirty-five 
head, ten of which are milked reg- 
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ularly four times per day, many be- 
ing constantly on semi-official test. 
Mr. Curtis’ experience seems to 
bear out the contention of the Exten- 
sion Department of the Association 
that emphasis at this time should be 
laid upon popularizing the product of 
the Holstein cow. Perhaps the exper- 
iences of such men as Mr. Curtis and 
many others who have succeeded in 
establishing a strong market for 
Holstein milk under competitive con- 
ditions might well be gathered by the 
Extension Department in pamphlet 
form and distributed to those who 
wish to undertake such work upon 
their own _ responsibility. Holstein 
milk can undoubtedly be sold as such 
and command a premium over ordin- 
ary market prices if the seller will 
but undertake to educate the public 
as to the true value and health-giv- 
ing qualities of clean, carefully pro- 
duced Holstein milk from healthy 
purebred cows.

say that the close of the year 

1923 finds the Association in 
a much better position financially 
than for several years past. It has 
not been necessary the past season 
to secure additional loans from the 
bank, and all our indebtedness has 
been cleared off except the mortgage 
on the office building. As a matter 
of fact we have made a financial 
gain of over $8,500 during the twelve 
months. 

The dairy cow has saved the situ- 
ation for many a farmer, and the de- 
mand for grade and purebred Hol- 
stein-Friesians is consequently im- 
proving and prices are better than for 
some time. When buyers start to 
come around, breeders who have been 
apathetic take heart again. During 
the past few weeks we have found 
breeders paying up from one to five 
years’ annual dues and again becom- 
ing active in the matter of registra- 
tion. 

The total registrations for the year 
numbered 13,532 as compared with 
14,250 the previous year. This slight 
falling off is, we believe, almost en- 
tirely due to the fact that farmers 
were able to work on the land until 
near Christmas, so that the regular 
winter rush of registrations did not 
commence until several weeks later 
than usual. Transfers for the year 
were 11,704, while in 1922 we had 11,- 
526, indicating a slightly better trade. 
In 1923 we admitted 253 new mém- 
bers, as compared with 314 in 1922. 
In the Record of Merit work the cer- 
tificates issued fell off from 637 to 
470, but the number of Record of 
Performance certificates increased 
from 474 to 563 exceeding for the first 
time the Record of Merit certificates. 
Report of the Record of Merit for 1923 

During the year 1923 certificates 
were issued for 470 tests made under 
Record of Merit rules. Of these 324 
were for cows tested for the first 
time.

INDIAN SCHOOL REPORTS FINE 
RECORDS 


That the Tomah Indian Industrial 
School at Tomah, Wisconsin, is de- 
veloping a fine herd of Holsteins has 
been proven not only by their win- 


nings in the show ring but by the 
records they are now reporting. A 
recent letter from L. M. Compton, 
superintendent of the school, lists 
four highly creditable records com- 
pleted in January on animals that 
have been raised, fed, fitted and 
handled on test by the Indian boys 
of the school. The highest record 
was 28.35 lbs. for Tomah Aurora 
Pontiac 531703, a five-year-old, who 
averaged over 80 lbs. a day and made 
564.9 lbs. milk. She was followed 
by Tomah Jane Johanna Pontiac 
608578, a second calf junior four-year- 
old, with 23.86 lbs. butter, 434.4 Ibs. 
milk. Tomah Pontiac Pride 608583, 
at two years, nine months, made 20.09 
Ibs. butter, 427 lbs. milk, and Tomah 
Lady Jaquetta Pontiac 704948, at two 
years, eight months, with first calf, 
made 18.15 lbs. butter, 355.1 Ibs. milk. 
These records would be a credit to 
any breeding institution.

The Dallas Cow Testing Associa- 
tion, P. E. French, tester, for the 
month of November maintained the 
highest average in the State, 124 
cows averaging 29.2 lbs. fat, 759 Ibs. 
milk. The grade Jersey herd of E. J. 
Williams just nosed out the purebred 
Holstein herd of W. L. Peick, for top 
honors, the seventeen head of Jerseys 
averaging 45.5 lbs. fat, 897 lbs. milk, 
and the Holstein herd of ten head 
averaging 45.4 lbs. fat, 1304 lbs. milk. 
Eighteen of the thirty-eight associa 
tions reporting were led by purebred 
or grade Holsteins, eight by Guern- 
seys, six by Jerseys, four by Short- 
horns, and one by a purebred and 
grade Red Poll herd. Three purebred 
Holsteins and one grade Holstein 
held the first four places for individ- 
ual production, four-year-old in the 
herd of Thomas Hansen of the 
Pioneer Association leading with 92.3 
lbs. fat, 2,193 lbs. milk.

The Delafield C. T. A. Finishes Year 


A report from Peter Ganzeveld, 
tester for the Delafield, Waukesha 
County, Wisconsin, Cow Testing As- 
sociation for 1923, shows 320 cows in 
23 herds finished the year, fifty-five 
cows have records of 363 lbs. butter- 
fat or over for the twelve months. 
The purebred Holstein herd of H. E. 
Dickinson led the five highest pro- 
ducing herds for fat production, his 
herd maintaining an average of 402 


Ibs. fat, 11,553 lbs. milk for the year. 
The grade Holstein herd of W. F.

Annual Report of Bloomer C. T. A.

We note a new association in the 
list of cow testing associations jp 
California reporting for the month of 
November. This association has been 
organized in Glenn county. In Im. 
perial and San Diego counties apn 
additional tester has become neces- 
sary in each county. Seven associa- 
tions sold 202 unprofitable cows dur- 
ing the month. Cull cows, says the 
report, do not bring a very great 
price, but they are more valuable in 
the hands of the butcher than in the 
dairy barn. Los Angeles county 
tested the largest number of cows 
during the month with 5,495, of which 
1,395 produced over 40 lbs. The high 
herd for the state was also found in 
this association, the herd of twenty- 
three purebred Holsteins belonging to 
F. F. Pellissier averaging 50.7 Ibs. 
fat, 1,388 lbs. milk. Twenty-seven 
associations reported high herd aver- 
ages, of which fifteen Holstein herds, 
five Jersey, three Guernsey, and 
three mixed herds. The largest herd 
reported was owned by Joe Imfield 
in the Imperial County No. 3 Associa- 
tion, fifty-nine head averaging 32.7 
Ibs. fat, 906 lbs. milk. The high cow 
for fhe state is a purebred Holstein 
owned by F. F. Pellissier with a pro- 
duction of 116.4 lbs. fat, 3,063 Ibs. 
milk. Eighteen of the twenty-seven 
associations were led by Holsteins, 
six by Jerseys, one by a Guernsey and 
one by a native cow. Orange County 
maintained the highest association 
average, 1073 cows averaging 34.3 Ibs. 
fat. Three hundred nine of this 
number produced over 40 lbs. for the 
month. During the month, 22 pure- 
bred bulls were purchased by associa- 
tion members, being distributed as 
follows: 8 were placed in Imperial 
County, 10 in Stanislaus County, 3 in 
Mercer County, and one in Sonoma 
County.

Manure is wealth. No wonder then, 
that stored in the barhyard, Old Man 
Weather steals it. 
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Sex-transformation in poultry, due 
to disease, has been noted several 
times lately and there is apparently 
no doubt about the facts. A striking 
ease, in which all details were in- 
vestigated and recorded, is reported 
from the animal-breeding research de- 
partment of Edinburgh University, 
Scotland: “In February, 1921, a Buff 
Orphington was brought to this De- 
partment. During the preceding Jan- 
uary its owner had decided that there 
was far too much crowding for a city 
pen, and she had the male bird killed. 
Shortly after this it was noticed that 
a great deal of crowing was coming 
either from the pen or from some- 
where near by, and at length it was 
found that one of the hens was re- 
sponsible for the noise. This bird 
was three and one-half years old, 
purebred, and had ceased to lay in 
the late summer of 1920. She had 
raised several broods of her own 
chickens. On her arrival here she 
exhibited the classical signs of early 
ovarian disease, the head furnishings 
were larger than those of a typical 
hen of her breed, the left spur was 
three millimeters, the right one two 
millimeters in length. The plumage 
was entirely henny. She crowed per- 
sistently, but as one practicing, and 
her sexual behavior was completely 
indifferent. In April, 1921, the vascu- 
lar tissue of the head had become 
markedly turgescent, so that the eye 
appeared to be set deep amid flaming 
red congested flesh, and the comb, 
wattles and spurs had progressively 
increased in size. The bird had be- 
gun to molt irregularly and was suf- 
fering from an intractable diarrhoea, 
losing weight and seeking solitude. 
By October she had become complete- 
ly cocky-feathered, though she could 
never retain her tail siskles. The 
spurs were now one centimeter in 
length and the legs had assumed the 
red tinge which characterizes the 
male bird of her breed. She was 
earefully nursed through the winter 
and by February, 1922 she had over- 
come the more urgently dangerous 
symptoms, was crowing lustily with 
a challenging note, and was readily 
attracted, by hens. ‘He fought every 
male in the yard and was courteous 
to hens. In fact, only by one with an 
intimate knowledge of poultry, or by 
placing it alongside a real male could 
it be told that this bird was different 
from a cockerel. Its stance was dif- 
ferent from that of a cock, for the 
bird was shorter on its legs, and these 
were set at a different angle with the 
body. On February 3, the bird was 
penned with a virginal Bluff Orphing- 
ton, far removed from all other birds. 
On June 16 the hen became broody 
and was set upon nine of her own 
eggs laid during the previous 
eighteen days. On July 7 two 
chickens were hatched. By this time 
the father of these chickens had be- 
come seriously ill and began to lose 
weight rapidly. On December 29, ‘he’ 
fell into an opened drain and was 
drowned. Under these circumstances, 
in which a ‘determined’ female be- 
comes a ‘somatic’ male as a result of 
a definite change in its metabolism, it 
would be epected that the proportion 
of the sexes among its offspring 
would be one male to two females. 
Of the two chickens, one is a male 
and the other a female. They have 
been mated and their offspring is 
typical Buff Orphington chickens.”
